meeting of Intellisense representatives in 

fice on 8 Yobruary, it was agreed generally 
that it te necessary to determine promptly which functions and fa~ 
oilities of the Strataric Services Unit should be preserved for per~ 
manant peacetime purposes after the Unit le liquidated. It wag fur- 
ther agroed that poompt decisions should be reached as to which pre- 
served functions should be operated by Cld, and which by departments 
or existing arencies. 


2. A study of these questions should be undertaken as 
a matter of urgency. The CIG 4a propared to furnish tha stearing 
member af an interdepartmental comitioe, and tbeltevaa that such a 
committee should bo organised at enae to make the necessary atudy. 


3. Paragraph 3 of W.I.A. Directive No. 1 provides a 
procedure by which such a comnitteag can be created by unanimous ap~ 
proval of the Diracter of Central Intelligense and the Intellli genes 
Advisory Board, without reference tu the Hatlonal Intelligence Au- 
thority. 


4. The enclosed memorandum 1s designed to ostablish the 
proposad committee and give it the necessary directive. If all men 
bera of the Advisory Board concur in the draft without gubstactial 
change, a maoting will not be necessary. It is recomended that the 
memorandum be approved unanimously by the Advisary Roard, and that it 
be put in effect at once without reference to the Hatdonal Intelli- 
gence Authority,
